SURRENDER IS HINTED 


Nanking, Jan. 
2§—(JP)—The 
Chinese government will move to 
Canton immediately. 


The foreign office today formally 
notified foreign embassies and le- 
gations of the decision, A spokes- 
man said all government offices 
here would be closed by Feb. 3 and 
reopened in Canton by Feb. 5. 


Some embassies planned to fol- 
low. The United States embassy 
awaited instructions from Wash- 
ington. Others are expected to fol- 
low the U. S. lead, except the Rus- 
sian bloc whose attitude is un- 
known. 


The announcement came as Nan- 
king city councilmen moved for a 
separate peace for the city. Coun- 
cilmen voted to send a delegation 
to the 
Communists across 
the 
Tangtze river if National peace ef- 
forts fail. 
One newspaper said acting1 Pres- 
ident Li Tsung-Jen had given the 
council Iiis provisional approval of 
their plan. 
There were reports that both 
Nanking and Shanghai would be 
surrendered to the Communists 
without a fight if peace talks on a 
National level collapsed. 
The new reports said a south 
China defense organization 
had 
been set up. Responsible sources 
said it would be led by Chiang Kai- 
Shek, now in retirement in -Feng- 
hwa, his ancestral home in the 
south. 
Hundreds of political prisoners 
were released from Nanking's met- 
ropolitan prison late in the day. 
The Executive Yuan approved their 
release in voting for Li's orders 
liberalizing the government. 
The Yuan, however, qualified its 
order by authorizing the release 
only of prisoners 
tried 
but not 
sentenced. That left most of the 
major political prisoners still in 
jail.Highly placed sources said the 
government planned to abandon 
the whole Yangtze valley and set 
up defense lines further south if 
peace talks with the Communists 
fail. 
Both sides have said they 
were "Willing to talk peace—on Red 
terms. 
- .'These sources,,said if. the. Com- 
munist peace price proves too 
high, government troops would try 
to hold the line from a seacoast 
anchor at Hangchow, below Shang- 
hai, southwestward along the Chi- 
entang river'to Nanchang thence 
northwestward to Yuchang on the 
Yangtze river. 
That would seek to save for Na- 
tionalist China its important rice 
bowl. 


Should Li's peace efforts fail, 
these sources said, it was cer- 
tain that Chiang Kai-Shek would 
resume his leadership from head- 
quarters in Canton. 
It would be a continuation of the 
civil war.

Cost of Seven Staple Food 
Items Drop Average of 9.7 


By The Associated Press 
The cost of seven staple food items in 13 cities across the nation 


has dropped an average of 9.7 per cent from the level of a year ago, 
an Associated Press survey showed today. 


Women's cotton house dresses are down an average of 24.5 per 
cent and tiheir nylon stockings are 15.3 per cent under the retail prices 
of a year ago. 
The men are paying about 7.5 per cent less for shirts, but men's 


and women's shoes and men's suits cost about tha same as they did 
. .in January, 1948. 


, Those are average figure? for 
the entire list of items in all 13 
cities.

The residents of San Francisco 
weren't quite that lucky. 
The 


price of food items checked there 
showed an overall increase of 
about one-half of one per cent. 
And a quart of milk was the on- 


ly, one of the staple food items 
that was higher priced generally. 


The survey was based on the 
current retail price of these seven 
staple food items—a loaf of bread, 
a dozen best grade eggs, a pound 
of top grade butter, a quart of 
milk, a pound of pork loin, a pound 
of leg of lamb and a pound of 
chopped steak (U. S. No. 1). 
The comparison was the cost of 
the same items a year ago. The 
prices were the average in each of 
13 cities from coast to Qoast.

Dye (R-Mercer) hopes to wipe" out 
one of Pennsylvania's oldest laws. 


The words are: "The common- 


law crime of common scold is 
hereby abolished." 
That sentence is part of House 


Bill No. 40 with which the woman 
legislator proposes to emancipate 
talkative 
women 
from 
a 
fate 


which at one time meant a duck- 
ing in the town pond. 
As the legislature's leading pro- 
tagonist of women's rights, Mrs 
Dye says of the age-old common 
scold law: 
1. It's u n n e c e s sary. 
Laws 
against disorflerly conduct and li- 
bel cover common scolds. 


2. It's discriminatory. 
Women 


alone are subject to the law which 
over the years has exempted men. 


"And 
what's more I intend to do 
everything I can to end, as far as 


silly law such as that," she told 
reporter. 


The crime of common scold ori- 
ginated in England centuries ago 
and was directed against women 
who became a public nuisance in 
the neighborhood. 


Punishment was dousing in a.

NEW ASIATIC BLOC 


.DeWitt MacKeniie, Associated Preas foreign affairs analyst) 


A century hence historians will, I suspect, remark 


with the wisdom of hindsight that in the month of January 
'49, Asia produced two events which changed the course 


B£ world affain. 


The reference, of course, is (1) To the collapse of Na- 


tionalist China before the Red rebellion, and (2) To the 
birth of an Association of Oriental Nations under lead- 
ership of India. 


Viewing these developments at close range it looks 


is though the two may be the fuel which will heat the 
melting-pot of Asiatic destiny. 
And that's a matter of 


past concern to the western world. 


Take th« case of China with a population which is 


close to a quarter that of the whole world: Its National- 
ist government, which had been accorded the ranking of 
world power and was one of the Big Five, has collapsed. 
Chinese Communism, which is working hand and glove 
with Moscow, seems about to take over control. 


Whether the Red ism can overrun and dominate all 


China, remains to be seen. It's a titanic task. Communist 
success would mean that China had become a Russian 
base from which to conduct the Bolshevist revolution in 
the rest of Asia. 


There could be no greater menace to world peace— 


no greater challenge to the western democracies. 


By *. curious twist of fate we have the coincidence of 


the parley of Asiatic countries in New Delhi. Fifteen na- 
tions attended this meeting at the invitation of Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru of the Dominion of India, 
and four other states sent observers. 


Thus was bom an Asiatic bloc under leadership of 


India. 
The guiding spirit in this move is Nehru, one 


of the world's great personalities who bids fair to be- 
come the dominant figure in Asia. 


This bloc comprises nations representing more than 


half the population of the globe. Where is it going to 
stand as regards the Communist world revolution? What 
will be its attitude towards Russian domination of China? 


Here again we are dealing with a question which 


only time can answer. 
However, I believe there are 


grounds for hop« that this bloc •will work with the 
western world—provided that the western world will let 
it 


The primary purpose of the association formed in 


New 'Delhi is to work for the elimination of imperial- 
ism from the Orient. Nehru has served notive that the 
day* of colonization "by western powers in the Far East 
*r« drawing to a close. 
Britain, France, The Nether- 


lands—all the imperial powers must get out. 
Specifical- 


ly the Delhi conference was concerned with ousting the 
Dutch from Indonesia. 


And what is to replace the rule of the overlords? The 


answer to that is absolute independence and nationalism. 


The Asiatic peoples are Nationalist minded, and 


therein lies the hope of the western world, as I see it. 


The Asiatic bl«c either is going to join hands with 


the Communists or is going to fight them. There can be 
no half way business with Communism, as the western 
world has found to its cost. 


But Communism is the antithesis of Nationalism. Na- 


tioni which embrace the Red ism abandon sovereignty 
and take their orders from Moscow. 
The satellites of 


•astern Europe are a prime example. All of them are 
tied to Russia, excepting Yugoslavia which kicked over 
the traces. The Yugoslavs rebelled against Moscow auth- 
ority because they »re Nationalists at heart. 


So it strikes me that if the whole western world sub- 


scribes to the principle of self-determination for all nations 
we shall have the Asiatic bloc with us in the fight against 
Communism. 
If the bloc should swing into the Red 


camp—then heaven help us. 


The American Federation of Radio Artists has agreed 


that when the announcer is called upon to cough into a 
microphone he ceases being just an announcer and becomes 
an actor, and should be paid accordingly. We hope the 
idea doesn't spread. Play producers are having it tough 
enough these days without the added threat that they may 
have to pay Actors Equity scale to all barking members 
of the average theater audience.

Federal Rent 
Law Further 
Interpreted 


Rights and obligations of land- 


lords and tenants under the fed- 
eral rent law continue to occupy 
much interest, according- to Area 
Rent Director Frank S. Anderson 
of the Erie office. 


"We endeavor to keep the pub- 


lic posted on all phases of rent 
control under our 
jurisdiction," 


Mr. Anderson, said, . "but we find 
it necessary from 
time to time 


to repeat explanations and often 
emphasize procedure for the bene- 
fit of landlords and tenants. 


"Many changes have been insti- 


tuted through amendments and 
procedural action since the law 
went. into effect" Mr. Anderson 
explained. "Among these was the 
landlord's right to obtain a 15 
percent increase under voluntary 
le^-3 agreement. Housing 
units 


for which voluntary leases expired 
on December 31, 1948. and were 
not extended, are now back under 
rent control. In sucli cases 
the 


landlord may now apply for ad- 
justments 
in rent 
under 
the 


'i grounds which exist. At the same 
j time tenants have the right to ap- 


ply for a reduction in rent for 
failure on the part of the landlord 
to render the services to which 
the tenant is entitled.

The cans had been abandoned by 
"well shooters", but he stated that 
it was just "for fun", a phrase 
v/hicli was echoed by 
the 
two 


young men apprehended in the re- 
cent dynamite shooting. One of the 
differences between the case 
of i 


this highly respected business man 
and the more modern counterparts 
is that they stole the dynamite, 
but he merely found the 
cans 


where the shooters had left them. 


Without trying to detract from 


the seriousness of their actions, 
the punishment of the young men 
and the righting of the wrong are 
| serious matters for consideration. 
Suppose this older man of whom 
we speak had come across a box 
| of d^T.amite. Enjoying the thrill 
of an explosion, wouldn't he have 
been tempted to take some or all 
of this dynamite and set it off? 
And he is no exception to the rule. 
All of us, almost without excep- 
t-on, have made errors of judg- 
ment when he were young and 
have committed acts that might 
have had most serious results. 


If this presently valuable mem- 


ber of society had been caught in 
the act of setting off glycerine 
cans or dynamite and given 
a 


prison teivn, it is highly improb- 
able that ho would now hold his 
pieser.t pcs.tiou in the commun- 
ity. He would have had to be a 
most exceptionally 
strong-willed 


man not to turn out a hardened 
criminal and a menc.ee to society, 
costing u^ ail money to support 
i-.im in a public institution rather 
fian helping us financially and 
spiritually. 


It happens so many times that 


it is to be expected, that when a 
boy or young man "•. sent to one 
of our 
correctional institutions 


such as Morganza or to the State 
Penitentiary, he comes in contact 
w.tli the worst group of individu- 
als at a time when he should be 
in contact with 
our best. 
He 


learns the philosophy and meth- 
ods of the hardened criminals and 
when he leaves the institution ne 
is well on his way to becoming a 
public problem for the rest of Jus 


Churchill and Hansen must be 


taught that what they did was 
wrong and others must learn this 
lesson from their example, 
but 


must it be at the cost of ruining 
their lives, their parents' lives and 
making them public menaces? It 
is to be hoped that the judge in 
his wisdom can find a way out cf 
this problem. Is it parole? Isn't 
there some place where they can 
begin life again, with at least a 
fair chance of success"
